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Grand Isle—The Plane 
Reached Mobile Sunday 
. Afternoon. 


* Mobile, December 21.—“The trans- 
atiantic naval seaplane NC-4, miss- 
ing for several hours yesterday aft- 
~r leaving Galveston, Texas, on a 
non-stop flight to Mobile, arrived 
here at 2 o’clock this afternoon aft- 
er having spent the night at Grand 
Isle, fifty miles from New Orleans, 
“the seaplane having been forced to 
descend on accountof the heavy fog.” 
Commander A. C. Read and his 
crew selected Grand Isle because 
their maps showed a town there. The 
Place was completely destroyed by 
a tidal wave in 1893 which drowned 


800 persons, nothing remaining 
now but a small fishing camp. 
The commander of the transat- 


— craft stated that he had ex- 


erienced much trouble in battling 
the fog on his trip from Galveston 
Saturday afternoon, the seaplane 
having to seek the surface of the 
water four times because of the 
heavy mist which covered the gulf. 
The radio apparatus is capable of 


sending bit twenty miles when the} 


craft is on the water and no point 
was communicated with and none 
of the many messages sent out from 
wireless stations on the oast reach- 
ed the fog-marooned ship. 

Feared the Fog. 

The officers of the craft were not 
‘lost but feared to attempt to make 
‘Mobile in the fog. According to 
their statements on arrival here 
they did not think that persons 
ashore would fear for their safety 

lacauseof prevailing weather condi- 
= making it impossible to fly 
their sraft with safety. 

The officers and crew of the NC-4 
passed the night in the lighthouse 
at Grand Isle where they were made 
comfortable by the tender. “We 
thought that we were landing at a 
town,” one of the officers laughing- 
ly remarked, “but found that the 
place had not existed for twenty- 
six years, despite the fact that it is 
still down on the maps.” — . 

Coming into the bay this after- 
noon the NC-4 had a narrow escape 
from destruction by a collision with 
the Moss Point, a small engineer's 
launch. The seaplane missed a crash 
by inches, when the pilot steered 
the craft between the launch, which 

ad disregarded signals from naval 
officers aboard the government tag 
Chickasaw ,a& three-masted fishing 
aemack anchored in the harbor. 

The NC-4 will leave tomorrow 
morning for Pensacola, where it 
will complete the last leg of an in- 
ter-city flight of three months’ du- 
ration. The time of departure has 
ont been announced, because of the 
necessity for some work on the 
craft before it is ready for flight.

Power of Fulton County

Charges that John A. Manget, 
chairman of the Fulton county fair- 
price committee, has been acting 
entirely on his individual responsi- 
bility and without any legal au- 
thority in fixing prices in Atlanta 
were made Sunday. ‘ 

It was declared that Dr. Andrew 
M. Soule, federal food administrator 
for Georgia, has made the state- 
ment that he has never appointed 
or issued a commission to Mr. Man- 
get: 

When these charges were brought 
to the attention of Mr. Manget on 
Sunday night he characterized them 
as witheut foundation. 

Was Appointed, Says Manget. 

He explained that he received his 
appointment from Major D. F. Mc- 
Clatchey, acting federal food ad- 
ministrator for Georgia, in the ab- 
sence of Dr. A. M. Soule, federal 
food administrator, who was out of 
the state at that time, which was 
some months ago. 

“Since then,” said Mr. Manget, “I 
have been in constant communica- 
tion with Attorney General Palmer, 
at Washington, who has recognized 
my appointment and my office, and 
have also received numerous com- 
munications from Howard Figg, Mr. 
Palmer’s assistant. 

“Following my appointment I was 
authorized by the attorney general 
to md. wag a fair price committee 
in Fulton county. I have received 
a number of letters from the office 
of the attorney general commending 
the work of the f price commit- 
tee in this county. 

“Other cities have fair price ad- 
ministrators, some of whom I have 
conferred with, the administrator at 
Chattanooga being one of these. The 
federal authorities in Washington 
have recommended to other cities

they send delegations to Atlanta to 
find out how the office is run here, 
al Makinug Investigation. 

has been known that for some 
time attorneys for local trade as- 
SOciations have been making inves- 
tigation to determine Mr. Manget’s 
powers to regulate prices of com- 
modities. 

It is claimed that there is nu war- 
rant of law for the fixing of by Mr. 
Manget, individually or by his com- 
mittee; that no commission has 
been issued to Mr. Manget as food 
administrator for the county, or, 
under the organization of the food 
administration, acting under the 
Lever act, as an agent or chairman 
of any kind, and, furthermore, if 
there had been, that no branch of 
the food administration, under the 
Lever act or any other fedaral 
Statute, has ever had the authority 
to “fix prices.” 

The charges that Mr. Manget ‘is 
exceeding his authority under the 
Lever“act are contained in a story 
Written by the Atlanta correspond- 
ent of The Macon Telegraph to aie 
pear in that hewspaper this morn- 
ing, which is as follows: 

Story in Telegraph. 

“The city of Atlanta is occupying 
the most unique position, in the 
conduct of its every-day business, 
of any city in the state, if not in 
the whole country. 

“Acting wholly and entirely on his 
individual responsibility, without 
any legal authority whatever, from 
the best information to be fathered, 
and in his operations doing more 
than the congress of the United 
States has itself ever done—except 
in the one instance when wheat was 
handled—one man in Atlanta is 
setting up, through the newspapers 
of the city, a system of ‘price- 
fixing’ which has completely buffa- 
loed the entire business community. 

“Mr. John A. Manget, sometimes 
referred to as the ‘chairman of the 
fair-price committee,’ and some- 
times as the ‘Fulton county food 
administrator,’ figures out in. his 
own mind what he thinks, indis- 
criminately, any article passing 
through the channels of retail trade 
ought to be worth, and announced 
his ‘fixed price. He h as ridden 
the hotel, restaurant and soda peo- 
ple on the rail of fear. He now has 
the retail clothing and” dry “goods 
people trembling, and today he 
threatened to go after the druggists 
and the oculists next. In the news- 
paper announcement made in Atlan- 
ta today Mr. Manget sasy: 

“‘Following up the announcement 
made Saturday morning that he 
would make an investigation of the 
prices charged by druggists in At- 
lanta, John A,’ Manget, chairman of 
the Fulton county fair-price com- 
miteee, stated Saturday night that 
druggists in Atlanta were making 
from 400 to 2,000 per cent profit on 
certain prescriptions. Mr. Manget 
says he has communicated this in- 


formation to the department of 
justice at Washington and is await- 
ing instructions. He says, also, that 
“the committee” will take up at its 
January meeting the prices being 
charged by oculists.’ 


No Legal Standing.

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CREDITS 10 SUPPLY 
FOOD FOR-EUROPE 


Urged by Wheat Direc- 
tor Barnes and Herbert 
Hoover—Barnes Wants 
to Use Wheat Corpora- 
tion Millions. 


New York, December 21.—Ap- 
proval of the plan urged by Herbert 
Hoover to supply food to Central 
Europe on credit by using the capi- 
tal of the United States grain cor- 
poration was announced tonight by 
Julius H. Barnes, president of the 
corporation, and United States 
wheat director. The profits of the 
corporation are quite material, Mr. 
Barnes explained, and might “well 
be interested in such humanitarian 
relief.” . 

The wheat director added that 
“instead of losing $1,000,000 in dis- 
charging the pledge of a guaranteed 
price to the wheat producers, as 
had been expected, it is very im- 
provable that the-national treasury 
will have any loss whatever from 
that source.” He suggested that 
congress authorize the loan of $100,- 
000,000 or $200,000,000 of this amount 
in support of the Hoover plan. 

Hoover Urges Credits. 

Chicago, December 21.—Necessity 

for establishing credits in this 

coun- 
try for foreign buyers if the world 
is to return to normal speedily 
is emphasized by Herbert Hoover, 
former food administrator, writing 
in Farm and Home, for January. 

Reviewing world economics from 
1917 to 1921, inclusive, Mr. Hoover 
pointed out that the farmer here 
and in other countries has slack- 
ened production while manufactur- 
ing, mining and transportation has 
Slackened enormously since the ar- 
mistice. 

In his review the man who vir 
tually rationed the world through 
the war, emphasized that: 

“The world situation is such that 
all our foodstuffs will again be 
needed if the world is to be carried 
over without starvation. In the 


grain, meat and dairy products there, 
is a ‘sufficiency to get fe world 
through—but only on a narrow mar- 


“Europe’s harvests this year were 
80 per cent of the pre-war normal 
and will not recover for some time. 

Little Food Surplus. 

“There will be no considerable 
carry-over. of fod supplies any- 
where in the world on August l, 
1920. The world will start fresh 
again next August, with only its 
then production to cover the year 
following. | 

“With the uncertainties of ratifi- 
cation of the treaty and the pglit- 
ical chaos that might follow from 
failure to secure its ratification, 
the oT banker and investor 
has not felt justified in subscribing 
to European loans giving credit to 
European countries. The  conse- 
quence is, unless we ‘can solve this 
problem, we shall have a glut of 
our export staples at home and at 
the same time Europe will be starv- 
ing. If we do solve the credit prob- 
lem these credits should be based 


on prices being made that will be 
fair to the farmer. 

“On the other hand, following 
prompt readjustment to peace, the 
world will be more largely depend- 
ent tor food on the western hemi- 
sphere for some years than was the 
case. before the war.”

Exports, which went largely to 
the United Kingdom and France, 
exceeded in quantity 339 er cent 
the amount sent out of the country 
during the same period last year. 

While this sugar was being ship- 
ped out of the country, American 
importers brought in more than 
eight and a quarter billion pounds, 
valued at $481,424,000. The imports 
increased only 27 per cent, which, 
in comparison with the mutch larger 
exports increase, officials “were of 
the opinion, undoubtedly accounts 
at least in part for the difficulties 
the American housewife is having 
in obtaining sugar from her grocer.

ARMY TRAINING, 
BY COMPULSION 
FOR AMERICANS 


That Is Leading Feature 
of Army Training Reor- 
ganization Measure 
Agreed Upon by Senate 
Military Committee. 


STANDING PEACE ARMY 
FIXED AT 280,000 MEN 


Four Months’ Compul- 
sory Training for Boys 
From 18 to 21 Years—No 
Service for Reservists 
Except in Case of War. 


Washington, December 21.—Legis- 
lation which would amount to a vir- 
tual reorganization of the army, 
with protection from outside attack 
as a primary purpose and with com- 
pulsory military training for boys 
from eighteen to twenty-one years 
of age as a leading feature, has 
been agreed upon tentatively by the 
senate military subcommittee con- 
sidering a permanent military pol- 
icy for the nation. Senator Wads- 
worth of New York, chairman of the 
subcommittee, said tonight the leg- 
islation would be put in final form 
during the Christmas recess of con- 
gress for presentatiou to the full 
committea when the senate recon- 
venes. | 

The legislation as agreed upon by 
the subcommittee, Senator Wads- 
worth said, is completely new and 
bears no resemblance to the army 
reorganization bill drafted by the 
general staff and transmitted to the 
house and senate military commit- 

<< Oe Cad 

While various minor details of the 
plan remain to be worked out, the 
committee’s present agreement, Sen- 
ator Wadsworth said, calis for a 
permanent standing peace army of 
280,000, although the committee may 
possibly reduce this number in the 
final draft of the bill. The small- 
est possible standing army that will 
meet the demands of this country is 
the aim of the subcommittee, Chair- 
man Wadsworth said. 

One Big Army Proposed. 

One big army composed of the reg- 
ular army as now recognized and a 
reserve or citizens’ army, is pro- 
vided in the tentative legislation. 
Of the latter army the national 
guard would be a part although the 
details of the organization of that 
service remain to be worked out. 

Youths within the prescribed age 
limits would be required to take 
four months’ military training with 
provisions made for either the reg- 
ular army or the national guard of 
the various states being used in fur- 
nishing this training. The youths, 
however, would be given an op- 
portunity to elect either taking this 
training in a lump or of joining 
the national guard for a fixed period 
during which they would receive the 
same amount of training as we 
scribed for the four months nig . 

Upon completion of this training, 
the recruits would be placed in a 
reserve army for 4 period of five 
years, but under no conditions, Sen- 
ator Wadsworth said, could the 
reservists be called upon to perform 
military service except in case of a 

ration of war. 
"Wiha the bill will provide for 
compulsory military training,” Sen- 
ator Wadsworth said, “there. will 
be no provision made for compulso- 
ry military service.” 

Another Radical Departure. 

Another radical departure from 
Jthe present military’ system will 
be the substitution of the term 
“service” for corps, provision being 
made for designating the quater- 
master, judgé-advocate, ordnance 


and similar branches as services. 
Promotions, the bill provides, would 
be guided by eligibility instead of 
seniority, seyections being made 
from a selected list. si 

The subcommittee also plans to 
overrule the recommendations of 
Secretary Baker and General March, 
chief-of-staff, to have the chemical 
warfare service combined with the 
engineering corps and, instead, will 
make the former a separate service 
along with the construction and 
transportation branches. 

Similar legislation also is being 
worked out by the house. military 
subcommittee which Acting Chair- 
man Anthony said tonight wll have 
itsarmy reorganization bill ready to 
be taken up in the house early next 
month. Under plans of the house 
committee, however, the . .meé 
army bill will include approximate- 
ly 300,000 enlisted: men and 18,000 
officers.

The baggage of pas- 
sengers was looted: and when ship 
officers ordered the crew’s quarters 
searched a number of automatic 
Pistols ‘were found. These, it is 
said, were stolen from officers and 
soldier passengers, 

Several days later two: women 
passengers,-wives of officers on 
their way to Coblenz, became hys- 
terical when they discovered two 
soldiers trying to gain entrance to 
thefr staterooms through the deck 
Windows. On the same day a muas- 
ter-at-arnis was caught selling a 
raincoat, and everyone in the ga'- 
ley was found shooting craps. 

When the transport reached 
Brest, because of trouble with the 
crew, the ship commander ordered 
shore leave restr'cied. The vrew 
broke out ig open rebellion and 


declared they would go ashore if 
they had to fight their way there. 
At the Point of Pistols. 

Sixty members of the crew in /a 
Sarge attempted to get ashore on 
the mornipg of December 4, but 
were forced to return at the point 
of pistoss fh the hands of the ship 
officers. A chief boatswain who had 
aboard the barge escaped. An hour 
later several of the crew stole a 
lifeboat and went ashore. 

Wheén two detectives learned that 
the fire room force was going to 
let the fires go out, a special armed 


guard was sent below. Another 
armed guard of soldiers were put 
aboard the vessel to prevent trou- 
ble on deck. 

After the fire room incident, 
staterooms and lockers aboard the 
ship were broken open and looted of 
clothing and valuables. ’ 

On December 15 Calkins was 
placed under arrest on a charge of 
stealing and taken to the captain’s 
office. He is alleged to have boast- 
ed that he was one of the ring lead- 
ers in the trouble aboard. He es- 
caped after being locked in the brig. 

Calkins‘is said to have joined the 
crew ten minutes before it sailed 
from Hoboken on its last trip. He ‘s 
believed to be a professional agita- 
tor and will be made the subject of 
@ special investigation, it is stated.

New York, December 21.—The 
United States army transport Bu- 
ford—ark of the soviet—sailed be- 
fore dawn today with a cargo of 
anarchists, communists and radicals 
banned from America for conspiring 
against the government.

FOR ITALY CABINET 


Government Majority 
Only 25—Socialists At- 
tack Italy’s Foreign Pol- 
icy and Call for Republic. 


* Rome, December 21.—The cham- 
ber of deputies tgday adopted an or- 
der of the day expressing confidence 
in the government. The vote was 
242 to 217. 

The Italian foreign minister, Sig- 
nor Scialoia, autlining the policy of 
the government in the chamber of 
deputies, discussed the Adriatic 
question and referred to the Brit- 
ish-French-American memorandum 
presented to Italy on that subject. 
He said that when he was in Lon- 
don Premier Lloyd-George explained 
that the memorandum was not a 
regular note nor a collective pro- 
posal, but a document which was 
only to be regarded as a starting 
point for discussions. 

Signor Scialoia intended to reply 
in writing to the memorandum, but 
declared that the decision to be em- 
bodied in his reply ought to be the 
result of a full oral discussion. 

Believes Wilson Will Yield. 
* “It is evident,” he went on, “that 


our allies are disposed to discuss a 
solution of the question which does 
not coincide entirely with the last 
American proposals. I am confi- 
dent that, confronted by an agree- 
ment of the great allied powers 
based on the common advantage of 
Europe, President Wilson will con- 
sent to some modification of his 
scheme.” 

The foreign minister confirmed 
Premier Nitti’s declaration that it 
was Italy’s intention to remain 
ey united to her allies and add- 


ed: 

“The solid guarantee of adherence 
to Italy of our Fiume brothers, pro- 
tection for Italians in Dalmatia and 


the safety of the Adriatic are aims | 


to which all our efforts will be di- 
rected. We have no aggressive in- 
tentions and we shall be glad if we 
can establish amicable relations 
with our Adriatic neighbors, who 
cannot have forgotten the great

With regard to economic ques- 
tions, Signor Scialoia said that a 
duly authorized minister wouid pro- 
ceed to London to obtain on Italy’s 
behalf those proofs of solidarity 
which had been given to another al- 
oe power after difficult negotia- 
ions, 


Attacked by Socialist. 


After Signor Scialoia’s address, 
Deputy Salvenini§ strongly  con- 
demned the foreign policy of the 
government. He declared it Italy’s 
duty to exact total disarmament of 
the Slav coast of the Adriatic. It 
was not important for Italy to have 
an inch more or an inch less in the 
Adriatic. What mattered was to 
have that sea neutralized on both 
coasts. 

The war had occupied five years; 
five years more perhaps would be 
needed for the séttlement of peace, 
as the Paris conference proyed, in 
his opinion, that all nation alike 
were conducting the negotiations in 
bad faith. 

Deputy Modigliani said that the 
memorandum delivered by Premiers 
Clemenceau and Lloyd-George to 
Signor Scioloia was in his opinion 
an unmistakable intimation on the 
part of the allies to yield on the 
Adriatic question. 

“You have.been beaten now by che 
economic power,” he exclaimed. 
“You will be beaten tomorrow in 
the Adriatic by the Jugo-Slav mii- 
itary power which will conceal the 
true power—that of. Ameriéa.’”. 

“Deputy Modiglani concluded. by 
voicing accusations against the king 
which provoked an indignant denial 
from Premier Nitti and protests 
from the entire chamber with the 
exception of the socialists.

Michelson, of the Universfty of Chi-— 


cago, says that anyone holding the 
new Einstein theory of “relativity’ 
must also accept the following con- 
clusions: 

“A yurdstick is shorter when it is 
pointing east and west than when 
it is pointing north and south. 

“A clock will run slower when if 
is being moved than when it is 
standing. 

“A mass of matter is grealer 
when it is in motion than when it is 
at rest.” ' , . 

Dr. Michelson was Winner of the® 
$40,000 Nobel* prize for physics. in 
1917. His investigations in the az:- 
tion of light brought on the dis- 
cussion leading up to the LEinsveia 
tests and hypothesis which have 
aroused so much comment in the 
scientific world. 


Dr. Michelson stated that the con- 


sequences of the Einstein theory are 
radical and then he told the effeert 
it would have on the yardstick. 
clock and solid body. But he added 


that we need not get excited abour 
it, even if Hinstein is right. 

“The movement of the earth is 
small when compared to the velocity 
of light and for all practical pur- 
poses might be . disregarded,” he 
said. “The subject of relativity be- 
jongs to the realm of higher physnry 
ics, but nevertheless, is an imp... - 
tant matter and the Einstein theory 
is to be seriously reckoned with.” 

Professor Michelson, however, 
does not as yet accept the theory as 
it is taught by the great Swiss 
mathematician, because it does away 
with the idea of light 4raveling by 
means of the vibrations in ethe: 
which is supposed toa fil! all spuee. 

“Kinstein thinks that there is no 
such thing as ether,” deelared the 
Chicago professor. ‘He does not at- 
tempt to account for the transmis- 
sion of light, but he holds that 
ether should be thrown overboard. 
Ether gives us some reference poin 
for motion, but according to thu 
Einstein theory all motion is rela- 
tive. However, I believe it is pos. 
Bible, with certain modifications al 
this hypothesis, to square it with 
the ether theory and the necessii+ 
of some medium for the transfiis- 
sion of light. Then my main ob- 
jection would be removed.” 5

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WHEN VESSEL SINKS 


New York, December 21.—Nine- 
teen survivors of the British steam- 
er Manxman, which foundered 400 
miles off Nova Scotia on December 
18, arrived here today on the Brit- 
yes steamer British Isles. They 

ere picked up from a lifeboat and 
a raft. The party included the sec- 


ond officer, five of the engine room |~ 


crew, the chief steward, one fire- 
man and eleven seamen. The cap- 
tain and all the other members of 
the crew of fifty-nine perished. 


When the British Isles sighted the | 


Manxman on December 17, a terrific 
storm was raging. The doomed ves- 
sel, bound from Portland, Me., to 
Gibraltar with a cargo of grain, was 
listed heavily to port and was being 
battered by gigantic waves. The 
British Isles stood by for twenty- 
four hours, but was unable to 
launch boats in the raging seas. 

It was only, by chance that the 
survivors were ‘saved. The captain 
of the British Isles was keeping a 
sharp lookout, but snow was falling 
heavily and it was not until the 
lifeboat and raft were almost along- 
side that they werd seen. After a 
hard fight lines were thrown to 
them and the men aboard, who had 
suffered severely from the cold, 
were hauled on board. 

The skipper of the Manxman and 
the other members of the crew were 
unable to get the boats away and 
were hurled into the water when 
their ship keeled over. They could 
not keep afloat in the heavy seas 
and the British Isles could not pick 
them up. 

The Manxman’s cargo is supposed 
to have shifted in the storm and 
caused *¢the list which finally sent 
hér to the bottom.

New York, December 
Zionist organization of America will 


prepare the Holy-Land in every way 
for immigration of Jews from Rus- 
sia, Poland, Galicia, Rumani and 
“other pogrom-ridden countries,” it 
was announced heretonigcht. Large 
tracts of land in Paiestine will be 
bought, and the plans provide for 
conservation and. development of 
water power, inauguration of sani- 
tation and drainage in cities and 
towns, irrigation, a forest station, 
survey and development of natural 
resources, and establishment of tech- 
nica] laboratories for agricultural 
purposes.

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“The uniqueness of the situation, 
though, is ‘in the fact that Atlanta, 
the largest and most enterprising 
city in all the southeast: peopled by 
some of the shrewdest and most 
capable business men in the south, 
is so wkolly coming into the grasp 
of an individual regulator—who 
though said to be appointed under 
a federal food administrator of the 
State, is necessarily, under presentt 
circumstances, operating without 
even that authority. Indeed, reliable 
information which has come to tnis 
office; and which is not refuted, 
says Mr. Manget has no such au- 
thority; that no appointment of Mr 
Manget has: ever been made from 
Washington, nor could it have been 
made as a local operative from 
Washington; that he holds no com- 
mission from the federal food ad- 
ministrator of Georgia, and more- 
over, that the Georgia organization 
of the federal food administration 
long ago was disbanded. 


“Efforts have been made to ob- 
tain specific information from those 
men in Washington into whose 
keeping has been placed the wel- 
fare of the state, and individually 
that of the city, but there has been 
a very evident desire, for some 
reason, to sidestep the inquiries, 
and yet the dominant impression 
continues here, among the business 
and trade people, if this thing is 
proper in Atlanta, and, if there is 
law and authority for it here, why 
not in the balance of the estate? 


Cannot Fix Prices. 


“The answer to it, coming from 
certain people in the state who are 
in position to know, is that there 
is no warrant of law for the ‘fixing 
of prices’ by Mr. Manget, individu- 
ally or by his so-called committee; 
‘hat no commission has issued to 
Mr. Manget as food administrator 
fo, this county, and, under the or- 
ganization of the food administra- 
tion, acting under the Lever act, as 
an agent or chairman of any kind, 
e2nc, turthermore, if there had been, 
that no branch of the food admin- 
istration, under the Lever act or 
“ny other federal statute, has ever 
had the authority to ‘fix prices.’ 
The sole authority that was ever 
extended the ‘fair-price boards’ dur- 
ing the period of operation of the 
federal food administration in Gcor- 
tia was to arrive at what those 
boards as a whole—and not the 
chairman—believed to be ‘fair and 
reasonable profits,’ to compile and 
eet published a table of those 
statistics, and this occupied the 
place merely of recommendations 
At no time was the fair-price boards 
ever clothed with plenary or puni- 
tive authority.

| THE U. S. PAPER WASTE. 


As the initial step in a move- 
ment that has started in congress 
looking to a reduction in the 
amount of white paper consumed 
by the government, a resolution 
has been introduced in the house 
calling upon the various depart- 
ments to “report immediately the 
amount of print paper used in each 
department and whether a 10 per 
cent reduction could be made with- 
out injury to the public.” 

This is a timely procedure, and, 
regardless of what the department 
and bureau heads say about it, it 
ought to result in much being ac- 
complished toward the relief of a 
situation that is really serious. 

That the bureaus of the differ- 
ent departments can curtail by 10 
per cent their consumption of print 
paper “without injury to the pub- 
lic,” there is room for no doubt. 

At least 10 per cent of the print- 
ed matter produced by the various 
departments, bureaus and commit- 
tees is wasted. 

Every month tons upon tons of 
matter is printed and distributed 
to newspapers and “constituents” 
throughout the country, by frank, 
and at the expense of the tax-pay- 
ers, and not even read by its re- 
cipients, but. consigned to waste 
baskets and thence to the furnace 
or grate. 

Much of it is good matter, it is 
true, and of particular interest and 
value to a certain part of the pop- 
ulation; but there seems to be no 
thought of selection nor of differ- 
entiation in the distribution of it, 
and it is sent out broadcast by the 
car-load, to those who are not in- 
terested in it, the same as to those 
who might mdke use of it. 

If the distribution of federal 
printed matter were put upon the 
request basis, undoubtedly 10 per 
cent o: the white paper now .as3- 
ing through the government print- 
ing office presses could be saved. 

And if congress will enact a law 
abolishing the, wasteful, extrava- 
gant and demoralizing franking 
privilege, it will carry the econ- 
omy still further.

Physteal Edueation and the Mind. 


It is unfortunate that there are 
still so many poorly qualified school 
teachers and principals who fail te 
grasp the significance of physical 
training as a fundamental part of 
the mental growth. But it is more 
unfortunate that there are so many 
parents who imagine that physical 
training is more or less a fad pro- 
mulgated by a few fanatics on 
purely theoretical grounds, These 
misconceptions of the value of 


‘physical education no doubt ac- 
count for the farcical way in which 


this department of education is 
squeezed into the school curricula 
in some backward cities and towns, 
and for the inferior. equipment of 
the physical education department 
in public school systems of ager 
i j ‘rate to 
class. It is hard for an illitera 
apse pt Pe the value of a knowl- 
edge of Latin or physics or — 
etry. For like réasons it is hard rod 
the health-ignorant, the fem geoeng ere 
uneducated, to ap raise the va - 
of gymnasium and other physic 
exercises in the general education 
of a boy or girl. Wherefore the ~. 
luectance and superficiality oe 
in this newfangled branch of pop 
ular education. 

An observer inetinctively recos- 
nizes an idot or imbecile by the lat- 
ter’s physical behavior, the unruly 
conduct of the muscles. 

The nervous system, in 
brain, is developed by 
from the hour of birth. In the 
first few years the mother, the 
nurse, the father or others interest- 
ed in the child conduct the educa- 
tion. The child learns to walk, to 
talk, to do various little things 
which require education of varsese 
brain functions. At five to eig : 
the child is placed under more - 
pert instructors, or at least unaer 
instructors who will devote more 
time .to the child's education. ee 9 
mark well that up to that time t * 
child’s education has been principa . 
ly physical. Yet the physical edu- 
cation has obviously developed the 
child’s brain. 

The order of development of the 
nervous system in man is from the 
fundamental to the accessory por- 
tions. Education which attempts to 
reverse that process is foredoomed 
to failure. The fundamental por- 
tions of the nervous system control 
the great muscles of the body; the 
accessory portions control the fins 
muscles used in writing, piano play- 
ing and other fine arts. The pur- 
pose of physical training in the 
public schools is not to grow im- 
mense packs of muscles nor:to de- 
velop athletes, Its purpose is to 
develop parts of the body which are 
weak or ill-nourished, to put the 
heart and lungs in harmonious 
working order, to discipline every 
part of the body, to develop self- 
control, in short to exercise and 
strengthen the nervous system. 

The infant learns to flex thigh 
upon body and leg upon thigh and 
to lift heel from ground long be- 
fore it learns to raise the toes 50 
as to take a step. It would be 
folly to try to teach the infant to 
control the smaller muscles of 
hands and feet before control of the 
greater muscles of arms or legs has 
been learned. Physical education in 
school strives to develop the funda- 
mentals at least as rapidly as the 
accessory parts of the nervous sys- 
tem are trained.

In reply to one such exposition 
after Berkman’s conviction in New 
York for opposing the draft, the 
United States attorney said to the 
court: 

“The court should know that this 
man who now claims to be for uuai- 
versal peace and says he is agaiizist 
the use of violence in 1892 went into 
Mr. Frick’s office (in Pittsburg) and 
tried to shoot him down without 
giving his victim _an opportunity to 
defend himself.

‘The first terrorist act in Amer- 
jca” is the way Berkman described 
his attack on Frick in his book, 
“Prison Memoirs of an Anarchist.” 

Berkman’s last hour of freedom in 
this country expired early this 
country expired early this month in 
New York city while Henry Clay 
Frick was being buried in Pitts- 
burg and mourned as a public ben- 
efactor. 

Goldman Born in Russia. 

Emma Goldman is 49 years old 
and Berkman 50. She was born in 
Kovyno, Russia, and in early child- 
hood removed with her parents to 
East Prussia. When 15 years old she 
came to the United States and start- 
ed working in clothing factories in 
Rochester, N. Y. 

Recently asked who her relatives 
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were, Miss Goldman replied: “I 
one children all over the United 
tes. 


In 1887, when 17 years old, she 
was married in Rochester to Jacob 
A. Kersner, who came from Russia 
in 1882 and was naturalized two 
years later. In 1909 his citizenship 
was revoked because he was not 
21 when naturalized and had not 
been five years in the United States. 
The marriage ceremony was per- 
formed by a schochet—a slayer of 
animals for kosher meat. Two years 


a rabbi according to the Jewish 
rite. Kersner seems then to have 
passed out of Miss Goldman’s life 
entirely, for announcement in court 
during her final fight against de- 
portation that he had died this year 
took her by surprise. It was on a 
claim that marriage to him made 
her a citizen that her legal efforts 
to remain in this country were 
based. 

“They can’t keep me out,” she said 
in 1907, when there was talk of de- 
porting her. “I don’t believe they 
,would be foolish enough to try. My 
father is an American citizen. 
married an American citizen.” 

Her father came to the United 
States in 1886, one year after her ar- 
rival, and was naturalized at Roch- 
ester when his daughter was 24 
years old.

and came from Russia, he seems to 
have concealed his_ prior history 
pretty well. When he was released 
from the western Pennsylvania pris- 
on after serving his time for shoot- 
ing Mr. Frick there were reports 
that he had married Miss Goldman 
in New Jersey, but the marriage 
Was never recorded and at their 
triat for obstructing the draft both 
testified they were single. 

“I represent the devil,” said Miss 
Goldman at one of her meetings. “I 
am an apostie upholding glorious 
freedom, the apostle standing out 
against law and order and decency 
and morality. I am for the devil 
who leads the way to the absolute 
yielding up to all the emotions here 
and now. Women are the slaves of 
little laws and conventions. They'll 
learn to break the laws some day.” 

Berkman and Miss Goldman made 
their headquarters in New York, 
where their magazines were pub- 
lished, but they were well known in 
every large city in the United 
States and also addressed anarchist 
meetings in Canada, England, Aus- 
tralia, Holland and other countries. 

These meetings enabled them to 
live as comfortably as any despised 
capitalist could wish. Admission 
fees were charged, circulars sold 
and subscriptions to their maga- 
zines taken. At the last meeting 
they addressed in Chicago prior to 
their deportation the contributions 
to help them fight deportation were 
$5,000. Miss Goldman’s bank book, 
seized when her magazine was sup- 
pressed, showed weekly deposits 
running from $50 to $700 with one 
of over $3,700. They lived at the 
best hotels. In fact, they offered to 
pay their own way to Russia, or, 
failing-that, the difference between 
steerage and first-class in order to 
have the best accommodations, 


SOVIET ARK SAILS, 
LADEN WITH REDS

With them were 245 men and two 
women-—Ethel Bernstein and Dora 
Lipkin. None knew where they 
would embark, and even Captain G 
A. Hitchcock, commander of the 
veteran transport, was no better 
off. At daybreak tomorrow, Colonel 
Hilton, commanding the troops on 
board as guards, willhand the skip- 
per his instructions. Only a few 
high officials of the war and labor 
department know the ship’s destina- 
tion. 

Voyage to Last Eighteen Days. 

The voyage will. last eighteen days 
unlessit is prolonged by unavroa- 
bie weather. The presmuption is 
that the Buford will land * Hange, 
Helsingfors, or Abo, in Finland, 
which are connected by rail with 
Bielo-Osporoff, on the Russian fron- 
tier. It was intimated in official 
quarters that arrangemetns have 
been made wtih the Finish govern- 
ment to permit the passage of the 
Russians through that country. 

The transfer from Ellis Island to 
the Buford of the agitators who 
have preached death and destruction 
was an event unique in the annals 
of this nation. Seized in raids in all 
parts of the country, they were 
mobilized here for deportation. An 
elaborate screen of 
thrown about the preparations for 
sending them away. 

It was in the darkest hours of the 
night that an army tug drew up at 


the dock at the immigration station 
to take aboard the undesirables for 
the seven-mile journey down the 
bay to the Buford. Two dozen sol- 
diers armeé4 with rifles and 4s 
many immigration inspectors carry- 
ing nightsticks, atrolled the 
shores of Ellis Island until the tug 
arrived at 5:15 p. m. The Reds were 
marched single-file between two 
lines of guards from the immigra- 
tion barracks to the boat landing, 
‘each carrying his or her baggage. 
A score of agents of the department 
of justic circulated among the Rus- 
sians waiting to begin their long 
journey. These agents and the Svi- 
dier guards on fhe island went on 
board the tug with the deportees 
and took them to the transport. 

A revenue cutter and two other 
army tugs formed an escort for the 
reds and one tug lay alongside while 
they were being transferred to the

Berkman was defiant to the last 
and threatened secret service men as 
he stepped from the soil of the 
United States. 

“We're coming back, and we'll get 
you,” he muttered, embellishing fis 
statement with curses. > 

“To Hell with America!” came in 
a deep bass voice from the anarch- 
ists’ tue as it passed a boat crowd- 
ed with more department of justice 
men, , 

The chant of “Long Live the Rev- 
olution in the United States,” was 
started by Peter Bianky, general 
secretary of the Union of Russian 
Workers as.the Buford got under 
way at 6:15.o0’clock. Proof of mem- 
betship in this organization, which 
was formed here in 1907 by a Rus- 
sian who is now chief of police of 
Petrograd, caused most of those in 
the party today to be deported. Its 
constitution advocates the use o 
violence, : 

Emma Goldman Unconcerned. 

Miss Goldman was so unconcern- 
ed that she slept until after mid- 
night, although the rest of the 
party remained up all night. All 
were notified immediately after 
dinner last night that they would 
be deported before daylight. They 
had not expected it so quickly. De- 
spite elaborate. precautions, Harry 
Weinberger, counsel for Berkman 
and Miss Goldman, learned of the 
plans and made two ineffectual at- 
tempts to visit the island, The bu- 
reau of immigration considered an- 
cther visit useless, because he said 
farewell to his clieng. So had Mrs. 
Stella Balletine, M® Goldman’s 
niece, ard Miss Eleanor Fitzgeraid, 
of New York, who had expressed a 
desire to be. deported with Miss 
Goldman and Berkman, whom she 
kissed in public when he was sur- 
rendered for deportation. 

Anthony Caminetti, commissioner 
general of immigration, took per- 
sonal charge of plans at the island 
during the night and accompanied 
the tug down the bay. Represent- 
atives Johnson and Siegel, members 
of the house committee on immigra- 
tion, both were there as was Fran- 
cis P. Garvan, assistant attorney 
general, and William J. Flynn, chief 
of the secret service of she depart- 
ment of justice. 

Berkman Chosen Boss. 

As soon as they were informed 
that they would be out of the coun- 
try before dawn the male anar- 
chists at the island formally organ- 
ized the first “soviet anarchistic 
commune” of America, and elected 
Berkman “grand comuaissary.” He 
bossed the preparations of all in 
the large detention room and no 
monarch was ever more readily 
obeyed. All stood up when he en- 
tered the room. 

The: members of the commune 
obeyed him so promptly that 
guards transmitted their orders 
through him. In khaki shirt, with 
Khaki trousers tucked into high 
Russian boots, he was the central 
figure in a merry group that await- 
ed the tug. They played banjos and 
Sultars and sang the “Internation- 
ale.” All their conversation was in 
Russian. 

Berkman said he expected to go 
to Petrograd and co-operate with 
Lenine and Trotzky in governing 
Russia. He said his uncle, 
Starick, was the director of all the 
country’s railroads, and also. head 
of the Moscow soviet. 

“Why should I not be happy?” he 
remarked as he tied up a box of 
cranges which was put on board 
the transport with canned goods, 
condensed milk and chocolate and 
great quantities of other food sup- 
plies, that the whole soviet took 
wit it, “I am going among friends.” 

Plenty of Money and Clothes. 

Most of the members of the 
commune had ample clothing of 
their own, but the immigration of- 
ficers took care that no one should 
be imperiled by the _ rigorous 
weather in Russia. Those who had 
not properly equipped themselves 
were supplied with complete out- 
fits from army § stores, including 
overcoats, underclothes, mittens, 
hats and boots. 

The commune took nearly half a 
mildion dollars in American money 
with it. Berkman said the cash 
possessions averaged $2,000 ¢ach. 
Most of it was in greenhacks, but 
thera were some travelers’ checks. 

Miss Goldman said her plans aft- 
er she had reached Russia were in- 
definite. other than that she would 
immediately organize the “Russian 
Friends of American Freedom” to 
carry on propaganda in the United 
Sta‘es. 

“This government has signed its 
death warrant in the deportations,” 
she said. “This is the beginning of 
the end of'the United States gov- 
ernment. I am not going to stop 
my work as long as life rests with 
me. The czar never resorted to 
such methods asthe United States is 
using in this first deportation of po- 
litical agitators.” 

A similar prediction of dire re- 
sults for this country was made by 
Arthur Katses, another leader of 
the Russian union, who was ar- 
rested in New York. “The anarch- 
ist movement will be carried on in 
the United States, although the in- 
tellectual heads, the real top of the 
movement, are now being sent 
away,” he said. 

Women in Deep Black. 

Miss Goldman and the other two 
women in the party were in deep 
blask, and none of the three exhib- 
ited the defiance that characterized 
some of the male anarchists. The 
trip was regarded as a lark by the 
youngest deportee, Thomas Bucha- 
moff, 17 years old, nephew of 
Bianki, who organized a branch of 
the Union of Russian Workers at 
Freeport, Long Island. 

The soviet left many individual 
messages of farewell at the island 
to be sent by immigration officers, 
and a joint telegram was sent to 
the labor department asking Amer- 
ican women to reflect onthe sepa- 
ration of deportees from wives. It

The transport Buford, now mak-

Spanish war. Previous to that time 
she was the British steamer Missis- 
sippi,and w'--: launched in 1890 at 
Belfast, Ireland.

They will unite with all 
the well-thinking people of the 
country, so that, in the final con- 
clusion of this matter, all interests 
will be faithfully protected and 
served, and a practicable solution 
of the problem worked out.”

States.

W ington, December 21.—Ap- 
proximately 1,000,000 pairs of new 
army shoes made on the Munson last 
have been declared surplus and the 
war department is preparing to of- 
fer them for sale at fixed prices to 
the American public, through the 
army quartermaster retail store at 
Atlanta and the other 24 retail 
stores throughout the country, thus 
affording Atlantans and Georgians 
an opportunity to avail themselves 
of the first offer made by the war 
department to sell new army. in- 
spected shoes. 

Instructions for the distribution 
of approximately 1,000,000 pairs of 
these shoes to the retail stores now 
being operated under the super- 
vision of the quartermaster general 
of the army have  0been is- 
sued andthey will be _  avail- 
able to the public as soon as deliv- 
ery to the stores can be arranged. 


The superintendent of each store 
will make local announcement of 
the date on which the shoes will 
be placed on sale in his store. The 
remainder..of the surplus will be 
distributed to the army retail stores 
in accordance with the demand de- 
veloped for them. 

The surplus stock includes three 
classes of shoes, namely, the choco- 
late colored marching shoe, which 
will be sold in the retail stores, 
both over the counter and delivered 
on mail orders, at $8.25 per pair: 2 
heavy weight metallic fastened 
shoe that was manufactured . for 
field use, which will retail at $7.50 
per pair, and a welt shoe, which will 
also sell at $7.50 per pair. 

The shoes to be placed in the 
stores will range in size from 5s 
to 15s and in widths from A to ER. 
Sizes smaller than 7%, however, 
will be limited in number: 

At the prevailing price of shoes 
in the commercial market the quar- 
termaster says these army shoes 
are of exceptional value. They were 
manufactured from the highest 
grade of leather obtainable; every 
piece of leather, after being cut for 
the manufacture of a shoe, was in- 
spected before being assembled, and 
each shoe was subjected in the 
course of assembling to a series of 
detailed inspections. The leather 
which went into their manufacture 
was tanned in accordance with 
army specifications, and the proc- 
ess of tanning pursued was designed 
to make them as water-resisting as 
possible. They are the nearest ap- 
proach to a waterproof shoe now 
on the market.

BOLSHEVIK RUSSIA 


New York, December 21.—Fin- 
land need not be counted upon for 
aggressive action against bolshev- 
ism, according to H! Montagu Don- 
ner, an American, who has just 
returned from a two months’ visit 
to the new republic in the north. 

Mr. Donner, who is president of 
the Finland Constitutional League 
of America, said that the chance to 
enlist the active co-operation of 


the Finnish army in the campaign 
against Petrograd was lost this 
Summer when Admiral Kolchak, 
General Yudenich and the other 
anti-bolshevist Russian leaders 
neglected to give timely recogni- 
tion to the independence of Finland 
and the allied governments refused 
to give assurances of financial 
Support without which Finland 
could not ventrre to enter upon 
war with the soviet government. 
At that time, he said, the morale 
of the bolshevist army was low and 
the capture of Petrograd by the 
combined Russian, Esthonian and 
Finnish armies would have been 
easy. 
the Yudenitch campaign, Finland 
must confine herself to holding her 
frontiers and protecting eastern 
Karelia, which she had been invited 
by the inhabitants to occupy. 

Fear of bolshevism in Finland it- 
self, he said, had entirely disap- 
peared, even moderate socialists 
having assured the existing coali- 
tion government of their support in 
case of a revival of the “red” insur- 
rectionary movement which was 
suppressed with so much difficulty 
& year ago. Fear has disappeared, 
too, of a repetition this year of the 
famines under which Finland has 
suffered so severely during the war. 
because the harvest has been ex- 
ceptionally good. Food is abundant 
in Helsingsfors and throughout the 
country, and supplies promise to 
last through until the next harvest 
without resort to “bark bread” and 
other famine substitutes of which 
the Finnish population has such un- 
happy recollections. 

Business conditions are good ex- 
cept for the extreme depreciation of 
the Finnish mark and the lack of 
shipping to carry Finnish exports. 
Large quantities of timber, wood 
pulp and paper are awaiting export 
in exchange for required imports, of 
which the most pressing are ma- 
chinery. agricultural imovlements. 
ete. A good market is offered for 
American goods of this character 

Another. handicap under’ which 
Finnish industry suffers is the high 
cost of labor, Mr. Donner declared

Cause of Foreign Ex- 
change Seems of Chief 
Interest to Trade Now. 
Last Week’s Net Gains 
80 to 175 Points. 


New Orleans, December 21.—The 
cotton market last week stood at its 


lowest levels on the onening session, 
went to the highest in the sessions 
of the middleof the week and eased 
off somewhat toward the close under 
liquidation on the long side. 

At its lowest it was 25 to 36 
points under the close of tHe preced- 
ing week and at its best it was 115 
to 204 points higher. It closed at 
net gains of 80 to 175 points. The 
last price on January was 38.25, 
which compared with forty cents as 
the closing price on middling spots. 

Foreign exchange, in its upturns, 
was one of the main stimulating fea- 
tures of the week. Better freight 
and fuel shituation, large exports 
and the very large mill takings for 
the week, together with the decrease 
in the visible supply, encouraged 
operations on the long side. 

Mill takings of American cotton 
were 461,000 bales against 277,000 
the same week last year. The vis- 
ible of American decreased bv 17,036 
bales against an jncrease the same 
week last yearsvof 143,108. A de- 
crease at this, t@me of the year is 
unusual. 

This week market will prob- 
ably see trading considerably re- 
stricted owing to the fact that it 
will close Wednesday night for the 
Christmas holidays, not to reopen 
until the following Monday morn- 
ing. 

International financial develop- 
ments will be closely watched and 
anv real improvement in _ foreign 
exchange probably would stimulate 
buying. just as unfavorable fluctu- 
ations in rates would stimulate sell- 


ing. 


WHOLESALE PRICE 
TREND STILL UP, 
SAYS DUN’S REPORT 


There is still a well-defined up- 
ward trend to wholesale commodity 
the quotations revived by 
Dun’s Review last week showing 
43 advances and 26 recessions: 
Prospects that the passage of the 
Edge bill would facilitate exports, 


together with a short supply of cars, 
which prevented a free movement, 
strengthened the grain markets, rye 
and barley being conspicious for an 
unusually sharp rise. In live meats, 
beef weakened, but hogs and sheep 
advanced to a much higher level, 
largely as a reflection of a well- 
maintained demand and smaller re- 
lar, but the tendency was mainly 
upward, owing to the improved 
position of the raw material. The 
situation in dairy products displayed 
a noticeable contrast to that pre- 
vailing two weeks ago, the ab- 
normally high prices then quoted 
for eggs resulting in a falling off 
in consumption, which was followed 
by a pronounced recession in 
prices. Butter, however, was only 
slightly easier, while cheese remain- 
ed very firm. 

There has been no abatement of the 
strength in all kinds of iron and 
steel products, production as yet 
not reaching requirements, and the 
minor metals have been steady, on 
the whole. No further advances 
have been announced in cotton 
goods, while weakness is still a 
prominent feature in both hide and 
leather markets. 


Wheat and Flour Exports. 


Wheat, including flour, exports 
from the United States and Canada 
for the week ending December 18, 
reported to Bradstreet’s, aggregate 
4,962,096 bushels, against 6,706,169 
bushels week before last and 12,- 
335,452 bushels in this week last 
year. For the twenty-five weeks 
ending December 18 exports are 
158,709,845 bushels, against 187,956,- 
310 bushels in 1918. Corn exports 
for the week are 35,700 bushels, 
against 23,100 bushels week before 
last and 102,788 bushels in the like 
week of 1918. For the twenty-five 
weeks ending December 18 corn ex- 
ports are 1,147,103 bushels, against 
11,807,511 bushels in 1918.

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‘Church Now Making Good 


In the Insurance Business 


Charleston, S. C., December 21.— 
(Special.)—The church has’ gone 
into the insurance business here and 


is making good. Death benefits of 
$100, sick benefits of $5 weekly and 
$2 a week old-age pensions are fea- 
tures of the unique and successfui 
experiment launched by little St. 
John’s Episcopal mission among the 
working classes of Charleston. 

It took a 60-year-old clergyman, 
retired since 1906, to combine re- 
ligion and insurance and make a 
success of the venture. Back in 
1893 the Rev. A. E. Cornish founded 
St. John’s mission and was its rec- 
tor until 1906. But Mr. Cornish 
refused to-remain retired last July 
when word reached him that “his 
mission’’ was without a rector and 
therefore could not take an active 
part in the Episcopal Nation-wide 
campaign. 

“Tl’ll come, back until December 
when the campaign ends,” was hjs 
answer to the 8. O. S. call from his 
former parish. 

The Episcopal Nation-wide cam- 
paign is pts now Mr. Cornish 
has little inteKMtion of retiring again. 
He is too busy directing the des- 
tiny of his insurance church. 

“It was an act of necessity,” de- 
clares Mr. Cornish in discussing how 
the “‘insurance church” came into 
being. “When I came back last 
July I found people glad to see me

but showing little enthmsiasm about 
coming to church. ‘Why should we?” 
they asked. ‘We work hard all 
week and prefer to sleep Sundays 
or get some amusement.’ I was de- 
termined to convince them that the 
church could contribute something 
tangible to their lives. Finally 1 
worked out the plan for an insur- 
ance church and after submitting 
the project to experts who pro- 
nounced it practical, called a parish 
meeting. For once the people were 
enthusiastic about a church project,” 
laughed the aged rector. Sixty men 
and forty women agreed to become 
“insurance members” as they called 
themselves. Each paid one day's 
wages out of each month as premi- 
ums. Unemployed women paid pre- 
miums of $1 monthly. 

In the few months the “insurance 
church” has been in operation its 
membership has doubled, according 
to Mr. Cornish, and now the mem- 
bers who were so apathetic last 
July are busy selling one thousand 
$50 building bonds for a new church 
to house the rapidly increasing par- 


sh. 

“When are you going to retire 
again?’ Mr. Cornish was asked. 

“Don’t ask me that, ask me what 
I am going to do after I get our 
new church nursery in operation so 
mothers can attend service without 
worrying about their children,” was 
his spirited reply.

Hive of Religious Indus- 
try Here. 


A large crowd at Wesley Memo- 
rial church Sunday morning listened 
to a sermon.of great force and elo- 


quence delivered by Dr. Ira Lan- 
dreth, preacher, college president, 
evangelist and temperance orator. 
Dr. Landreth preached from the text, 
“TI Believe,” and the theme of his 
address was the union of all Chris- 
tian churches, and the wiping out 
of all except four cardinal points of 
the Christian creed—‘belief in God 
the Father, in Christ, the Savior, in 
God as my Maker, and in myself as 
the servant of God.” 

“Atlanta should be made a per- 
fect hive of religious industry,” said 
the preacher, “and there wouldn’t be 
but one church. here if I had my 
way. f we can have communion, 
we can have union,” said he. 

Though a minister of the Presby- 
terian church, Dr. Landreth declared
